Claims are drawn to a method of monitoring or assessing treatment of a disease or 
condition with a compound that produces or reduces free radicals comprising: 

a) obtaining a first biological sample from a patient suffering form a disease 
containing modified albumin; 

b) treating the patient with a compound; 
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c) obtaining additional biological samples after treatment; and determining if there 
is a change in the quantity of modified albumin in the sample by: 

d) contacting each of the biological sample with excess quantity of a metal ion 

salt; 

e) determining the amount of bound metal ion to the albumin; 

f) Determining if there is a change in the amount of bound metal ion. 

The prior art fails to teach the particular method steps recited in the claims.
